AN ACT TO AMEND CHAPTER ONE HUNDRED AND THIR-
TY.-NINE (139} OF THE GENERAL LAWS OF TIIE YEAR ONE

ENTITLED, “AN ACT T0 PROVIDE FOR THE ORGANIZA-

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesold :

SectioN 1. That section four (4) of said chapter one hun-
dred and thirty-nine (139) of the General Laws of the year:
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five (1875), be and
the same is hereby nmended by adding to and at the end of
the eighth (8th) subdivision of said section -four (4) the fol-
lowing: To regulate and prevent the cutting or removal of’
ice on or from any part of any luke, pond or river within the

limits of such village, and to compel all pérsons who shall cut.

or remove ice from any, such place to keep the place within or ~
from which ice is so cut or removed safely and securely en-
elosed by a good and substantial fence, and also to compel all
persons who shall dig, excavate,” or maintain or allow the
same to he dome upon any premises owned or controlled by
them any well, cellar,’cistern, sinlk-hole, ditch, drain or pif,
in or upen any sxposed -or unimproved place within the lhim-
its of such village, to keep the same enclosed in like manner.

SEc. 2. The said section four {4) of said ehapter one hun-
dred and thirty-nine (139), is hereby further amended by
adding to and at the end thereof the following:

Seventeenth.—To license the keeping of | dogs, and to regu-
late and restrain the keeping and running at large of dogs,
and to authprize the destruction of all dogs found running at.
